Woman Testify 


Sitting still and blinking in the 
dock, without saying a word -cvet 
when asked whether he would like 
to question the evidence given by 
witnesses for the prosecution, Lam 
Chun, 30, cook-boy, accused of the 
murder of Mrs, Sybif Ruby Chal- 
linor, ' 42, heard further evidence 
against him at the Central Magis: 
tracy yesterday afternoon when the 
cose was resumed before Mr. H. R 
Buttei's. 


In the presence of Mr. J. Whyatt, 
Crown Counsel, Inspector C. R. 
Rozeskwy undertook the prosecution. 
The accused wos not legally repre 
sented. 


‘The accused ts charged with the 
murder of Mrs. Challinor at No, 499 
The Penk, on May 5, when he was 
mleged to have entered her bedroom 
at 4 o'clock In the morning, armed 
with two knives, and to have stab- 
bed her to death in the presence of 
her husband, 


Dr. L. D. Pringle, officer in charge 
of the Victorin Mortuary, testified 
that he performed a post mortem on 
the dend body of Mrs, Challinor on 
May 5 and found eight stab wounds 
on the upper part of her body. 


The wounds were caused by a 
sharp knife, Dr. Pringle said, The 
first wound, which was infticted on 
the outer part of the left collar- 
bone, wns sufficient to*@ause a fatal 
haemorrhage, owing to severance of 
the large subclavial blood vessel and 
Jacgeration of the lung 


Conthnuing, the witness sald that 
of the other wounds, *there was no 
single one severe enough to cause 
denth, but together it was possible 
that there was suMetent: haemorr- 
hage to be fntal 


ACCUSED’S INJURIES 


Dr. G. H. Thomas, of the Queen 
Mary Hospital, in evidence sald that 
the accused was admitted to the 
Hospital at 6.16 am. on Muay 5. On 
witness examining him, cuts and 
bruises were found on the scalp, 
forehead, the right cheek, chin, and 
on both hands and feet. 


The left wrist and heel were frac- 
tured, The accused was discharged 
from the Hospital on June 10, but 
the fractures were then not com- 
pletely healed, concluded the wit- 
ness, 


Ho Yee-wah, house coolie, a fel- 
low worker of the accused, next 
entered the witness box, and. stat- 
ed that after the servants of Mrs, 
Challinor had received their notlees 
to quit, the uccused told the witness 
that he was lucky to remoin, but he 
(accused) hid to leave. 


The witness went on to say that 
he went dewn to town about 2 pum. 
on the = fateful day, und returned 
four hours later. About 8 p.m. the 
accused told the witness that he had 
done him an Injustlee, by telling 
people that he had leprosy, 


He sold that after 
Nour and locking the doors he re- 
turned to his quarters. The accused 
again saw hin there, and sald that he 
still owed him about a dollar odd, 
and when Ho replied that the lonn 
was repaid, the necused seemed to 
be satished and left the room

The Peak about 4.15 am., and as 
he passed the main road he could 
see the light In his mistress’ room 
sti) burning. 


When Ifo yot to his quarters, he 
woke up Huen On, the gardener, 
and told him about the light. still 
burning in the room. 


FOOTSTEPS HEARD 


A few minutes later, sald Ho, he 
heard the swinging of the kitchen 
gate, and also approaching footsteps. 
He at once switched off the Mght. 
Then for a few moments the sound 
of footsteps seemed to be ot the 
door of his room, and someone en- 
tered it, 

“Who fs that,” shouted Ho, but 
there wos no reply, but the light 
was switched on, and Ho saw the 
accused. standing at the door, with 
n hammer di’ his hand and the white 
Jacket whic’ he-was wearing cover- 
ed with blood. He wore no trousers. 

“The accused then started to at- 
tack me,"- the ‘witness added, “and 
when I, resisted with a quilt the 
accused turned to altnck the garden- 
er, who was in bed, and he also 
used his quilt to repulse the attack.”

It may be said, and truly, that 
the popularity of a film-star is 
as shallow as it is widespread 
and that it reveals none of the 
intense and deep-seated passion 
with which great statesmen and 
soldiers are loved. Thousands 
of men were ready to die for 
Garibaldi; not many, unless | am 
greatly mistaken, would give 
their lives for Mr, Harold Lloyd. 


The question is often asked, 
“What is the secret of So-and- 
so’s popularity?” and experts 
have written articles and even 
books professing to teach ordi- 
nary men and women how to 
become popular, as though the 
secret were a simple one. But 
most of their articles and books 
seem to me never to have got 


beyond a few elementary lessons | ~ 


on how to avoid becoming un- 
popular. 


Great Britain,.there are the pro- 
visions of the Road Traffic Act 
of 1930, extended by further 
legislation in 1988. But only 
last year the committee set up 
to inquire into the conditions of

Though the English-speaking 
countries (including the United 
States of America) still lead the 
way with this type of legisla- 
tion, it is apparent that even 
with them much still remains to 
be done.

The seeret of popularily re- 
mains a secret, 

It may be said, of course, that 
the popularity of Mary Pick- 
ford is due to her success in us- 
ing the “Cinderella formula,” 
but other actresses have used 
the Cinderella formula without

It would take a very clever 
person to make himself popular 
by following a formula—so 
clever and so original that he 
would probably have been popu- 
lar in any case. 


Take the most — popular 
characters in literature and you 
will find that most of them had 
qualities that we should have 
thought would almost certainly 
make them extremely unpopular. 


Falstaff is one of the most 
popular characters in the Eng- 
lish drama; yet he was a coward, 
a thief, self-indulgent, an offi- 
cer who regarded his men as 
“food for powder,” and, as the 
Prince jocularly described him, 
“a bolting-hutch of beastliness.”’ 


He had enough vices to ruin 
the reputations of half a dozen 
men; yet the fact remains that 
we like him infinitely better than 
scores of men of the most un- 
selfish and noble character.

D® JOHNSON, 
was a man of rude 
manners, over-bearing, super- 
stitious, not over-clean, and with 
unpleasant table-manners; yet

he is loved as few models of 
courtesy or cleanliness are loved. 


It may be argued that there 
was also in Johnson much of the 
saint and hero, and that it is for 
this that we love him. I am 
afraid, however, that there have 
been a good many men who were 
as saintly und heroic as Dr. 
Johnson and who yet somehow 
uscaped becoming popular in his 
fashion, 


Anyhow, we cannot explain 
the popularity of Falstaff by im- 
puting a vigorous strain of 
saintliness and heroism to him. 

Such men become popular 
mainly, it seems to me, because 
of a natural exuberance of per- 
sonality that makes them per- 
petually interesting company. 


It ia this exuberance of per- 
sonality that attracts us, and 
sinners os well as saints have 
possessed it. It delights us even 
in so worldly an adventurer as 
Arnold Bennett's “Card.” It 
was this, as well as his gift for 
scoring centuries, that made 
W. G. Grace the idol of the 
cricket-ground, for, most people 
will ugree, it is possible to be a 
great cricketer without becom- 
ing a popular idol like Grace. 

Popularity, indeed is the re- 
ward of the man who, simply 
through Being alive, makes life 
immensely more interesting to 
his fellow-men. ‘

In our own Lime we have seen 
Mr. Shaw doing everything in 
hia power to make himself the 
most unpopular man in England;

His unpopularity with those 
who do not come under his spell, 
however, is extreme. Like 
Mussolini's, his particular kind 
of exuberant personality is for 
home consumption. Foreigners. 
do not fecl that the good com- 
pany of the world is the richer 
for his existence, as it was the 
richer for the existence of Abra- 
ham Lincoln or has been the rich-. 
er for that, say, of Mr, L.oyd 


George.

Deed That Provided ; 
' . For Divorce 


A deed of covenant, entered 
into by a husband, which pro- 
vided contingencies in the event 
of the wife bringing a divorce 
suit, was described in the 
Chancery Division as the first 
document of its kind ever to be] 
the subject of legal proceedings. 


The hearing was continued, before 
Mr. Justice Crossman, of the action 
brought by Mrs, William Luric, of 
Bournemouth, to enforce a deed cht- 
tered into by her husband, Mr. Jacob 
Lurie, turrier, of Hove, Sussex. 


Mrs. Lurie’s case was that in July, 
“1936, she agreed to drop a divorcee 
petition on her husband entering into 
a‘'deed of covenant requiring that: 


{f at any time hereafter the plain- 
tiff should cémmence any matrimonial 
proceedings “gainst. the defendant 
founded on an act or of, adultery 
committed hereafter with [the woman 
named in the first suity, the defend- 
ant shall assign to-two perscns 
to be nominated by the plaintt® all 
his interest in his business premises: 
at No. 90, "Western Road, Brighton. 


The deed went on to provide for the 
assignment of the business to the 
plaintiff should she obtain a decree, 
and for its reassignment to the de- 
fendant should she fail to do sp. - 


SECOND PETITION 


Last August Mrs. Lurie presented a 
second divorce petition, now pending, 
alleging ddultery with the same 
woman. She now claimed that, under 
the decd, the business should be 
transferred to two trusices. 


Mr. C. Gallop, for Mr. Lurie, said 


' the allegations in the pending petition 


were dented. : 


Mr. David Jenkins, «.c., for Mrs. 
Lurie, said he relied on the words in 
the deed, “should commence any ma~ 
trimonial proceedings.” As soon as 
Mrs. Lurie instituted procecdings she 
was, he submitted, entitled to-a 
transfer of the business,, 


Mr.,Gallop submitted that the deed 
became operative only if the act of 
adultery with the same woman ‘was 
admitted or, proved. “He declared 
that no. such document had ever been 
the subject of legal proceedings be- 
fore: it was unique.

By Floods 


Thousands Eating Tree 
Bark, Grass 


Kankow, June 24, 


Chunstmow has been worst hit by 
the Yellow River floods, according te 
n report Issued to-day by a Govern: 
ment investigator. 


The report adds that the break in 
the dyke at Chaokuw was oripinally 
small, but has widened to 300 yard. 
the water pouring through the br 
In four streams, all of which are 
Joining the flood waters from the 
Husyuontow brenk at  Chungmow, 
Inundating: Wwo-thirds of the district, 


Three thousand refugees are sald 
to huve gathered at Shawo, four 
miles north-west of Cnungmow, and 
they are reported to be entirely 
surrounded by water, These unfor- 
tunate refugees ure without food 
and are devouring the bark of trees 
and grass, 

A delegation of Maree men has 
been rent to Chengchow In order to 
abtaln food relict for the starving 
populace of Chungmow, The Chinese 
nuthorities have sent boats to the 
village to take off refugees to 
Chengchow, and they are expected 
to arrive to-day, ! 

Under present conditions the flood 
waters are expected to flow into the 
Hwnaiho River, and if the Yellow 
River continues to rine above Cheng- 
chow the waters will eventually join 
the Yangtse, ft ts belleved 

The immediate task confronting 
the Chinese authorities is reported to 
be to rush rescue measures for the 
villagers murgoned In the Chungmow 
area, where 120,000 ure xeported to 
be fsoluted by the foods, Twenty 
thousand refugees have alrendy are 
rived at Chengchow 

Crops in the flood areas have been 
destroyed entirely, bul actual loxy of 
human life is belleved to be small, 
owing to the slow progress of the 
floods,

“The motive then would be merely 
this: Diwyer's suggestion must be to 
Ket rid of Dickinson for the sole rea- 
son that he was being hard on him, 
kiving him unnecessarily dimcult 
‘tasks and generally taking advantage 
of his position in bullying him. 

“Humphreys, a man who hod failed

COMMON SENSE VIEW 

"Taking the common. sense view, 
the threats uttered by Dwyer could 
not be serious or genulne, because he 
must have felt that Dickinson would 
hot report him because be himself 
would be inculpated. Further, there 
js no evidence that Dickinson would 
report bim Besides, Dwyer, tn 
uttering these threats, always coupled 
them with the remark that Dickin- 
son was bearing down on bim and 
was treating him unfairly, The 
whole of the evidence bears no more 
than this, 

“The only evidence we have as to 
thelr subsequent conduct is that there 
wus mutual detestatton, and although 
eau mity well think that that dishke 
vould xive rise to threats, 1 submit 
that that dislike Is very far from 
sullicient to provide you or anyone 
with the motive for committing the 
crime with which Dwyer is charged. 

“Does the evidence produced be- 
fore you suggest to you on the whole 
that there was a real motive for the 
offence? 1 submit, if you examine 
this evidence in the light of commun 


having identified. Dickinson as the 
man interfering with Dwyer, he chose 
strike a few matches, 

“When faced with the question us 
tou why he should do so after having 
seen everything, quite clearly, Hum- 
phreys gave an entirely new state- 
ment regarding what had taken place 
that night—-an incident whith he had 
never mentioned before, 

“He stated that the rénson he 
struck the matches wis because 
Dickinson dived under a table and 
erawled under it to moke his get- 
away. 

“ALL these incidents happened ofter 
Dickinson hac been identified, and in 
the light of these contradictions, can 
you believe his evidence? 1 submit 
you cannot, 


PECULIAR FEATURE 


“There is a further peculiar feature 
in connection with his evidence and 
Jthat is this: They were found to- 

gether in the flat and the inference 

the Crown asks you to draw $s that 
they were there for an immoral 
offence, 

“Dickinson found them there and 
asked Humphreys to go back to the 
mess. Humphreys did so but stayed 
awnke, being sufficiently curlous. to 
want to know what has happened. 

“But what did he do when Dwycr 
came back? He was stifficiently con- 
tent to go to slecp after hearing 
Dwyer mumbling things,’ the only 
thing he heard being the name of 
Dickinson; Is Dickinson such a name 
as to register Itself clearly upon one’s 
mind when heard with a séries of 
mumbled words by another person? 

You sce the serious position which 
Humphreys was in If his evidence is 
to be believed—the predicament in 
which he would find ‘himself if the 
Crown's case that he and Dwyer went 
to the flint for an immoral purpose 
was true. 

Not only Dwyer but Humphreys 
would be reported. Standing by 
itself, this evidence mnttered nothing 
at all but ff you regard It In the light 
of the evidence as 2 whole I submit 
that It Is not the kind of evidence on 
which the Crown could rely to seck 
a motive for this wicked offence, ---.

It may be said, and truly, that 
the popularity of a film-star is 
as shallow as.it is widespread 
and that it reveals none of the 
intense and deep-seated passion 
with which great statesmen and 
soldiers are loved. Thousands 
of men were ready to die for 
Garibaldi; not many, unless I am 
greatly mistaken, would’ give 
their lives for Mr. Harold Lloyd. 


The question is often asked, 
“What is the secret of So-and- 
so’s popularity?” and experts 
have written articles and even 
books professing to teach ordi- 
nary men and women how to 
become popular, as though the 
secret were a simple one. But 
most of their articles and books 
scem to me never to have got 
beyond a few elementary lessons |: 
on how to avoid becoming un- 
popular,

The secret of popularity re- 
mulns a secret. ; 

It may be said, of course, that 
the popularity of Mary Pick- 
ford is due to her success in us- 
ing the “Cinderella formula,” 
but other actresses have used 
the Cinderella formula without 
becoming the world’s sweet- 
hearts. 


It would take a very clever 
person ‘to make himself popular 
by following a formula—so 
clever and so original that he 
would probably have been popu- 
Jar in any case. 


Take the mose popular 
characters in literature and you 
will find that most of them had 
qualities that we should have 
thought would almost certainly 
make them extremely unpopular. 


Falstaff is one of the most 
popular characters in the Eng- 
lish drama; yet he was a coward, 
a thief, self-indulgent, an offi- 
cer who regarded his men as 
“food for powder,” and, as the 
Prince jocularly described him, 
“a bolting-hutch of beastliness.” 


He had enough vices to ruin 
the reputations of half a dozen 
men; yet the fact remains that 
we like him infinitely better than 
scores of men of the most un- 
selfish and noble character.

Johnson and who yet somchow 
escaped becoming popular in his 
fashion. 


Anyhow, we cannot explain 
tho popularity of Falstaff by im~- 
puting a vigorous strain of 
saintliness and heroism to him. 

Such men become popular 
mainly, it seems to me, because 
of a natural exuberance of -per- 
sonality that makes them per- 
petually interesting company. 

It is this exuberance of per- 
sonality that attracts us, and 
sinners as well as saints have 
possessed it. It delights us even 
in so worldly an adventurer as 
Arnold Bennett’s “Card.” It 
was this, as well as his gift for 
scoring centuries, that made 
W. G.. Grace the idol of the 
cricket-ground, for, most people 
will agree, it is possible to be a 
great cricketer without becom- 
ing a popular idol ike Grace. 

Popularity, indeed is the re- 
ward of the man who, simply 
through: being alive, makes life 
immensely more interesting to 
hia fellow-men.

UR forefathers, dtscreet theugh 

they may have been in business 
tromsactions, were not averse from 
confessing, publicly when they had 
tnude a good match 

Towards the end of the cighteenth 
century many curious and entertalo- 
ing wedding notices were issued, in 
which the charms of the bride and 
the fortune she was sald to possess 
were truthfully given. 

Even the clergy se not above 
“feathering thelr nest: os can be 
seen from the following notice, pub- 
lished in a high-class joiimpl in 
1781:— * 

“Married, the Rev. Mr. Roger 
"Waina, of York, about te ty-six 
yeara of age, to a Lincolnshire lady 
upwards of cighty, with whom he ts 
to have £6000 in moncy, £300 per 
aonum and a con¢h-and-four during 
life only,” 

There were other reasons besides 
money, und Cupid often entered 
Into the questlon, as can be gathered 
fcom the announcement which stited 
simply that the Earl of Antrim, of 
Ireland, had been married to Miss 
Betty Pennefeather, a celebrated 
beauty “and the toast of thot king- 
dom.” 


Handsome Fortune 


Evidently the Earl preferred a 
lady of constdcrable charm without 
mdney, as‘hls wife must have been, 
to one who possessed wealth but had 
few virtues, but others did not wed 
so Ughtly, preferring financial 
security, And so, when Dr. 
Zachariah Leafe, of Preccot, married

It must have been a great respon- 
sibility in those days for a man to 
have daughters, for unless they were 
dowered—and handsomely — there 
Was very little chance of contracting 
fer them an udvantageous marriage. 

Consider the plight of a London 
tradesman who had eleven daugh- 
ters. But he sna fortunute, and got 
them all wedded. It ls recorded that 
he gave each one, ax a dowry, her 
welght in halfpennies. One might 
well believe that the plumpest of the 
family would stand the best chance 
of finding a husband first, but they 
must have béen all rather stout, as 
the ilghtest of his daughters cost the 
merchant over £50 in cash when 
welghed by this novel method. 

As the century advanced, marriage 
notices became less informative, and 
most of them stated that a certain 
gentleman had wed “an agreeable 
lady with a good fortune,” and 
vouchsafed no further Information.

Chungmow hus, been worst hit by 
the Yallow River floods, uceording to 
a report issued to-day by Govern: 
ment investigator, 

The report udds that the break in 
the dyke at Chuokow was originally 
small, but bas widened to 300 yards, 
the water pouring through the bres 
in four streams, all of whieh are 
Joining the flood waters from the 
Huayuankew break at Chunytmow, 
inundating (wo-Uhirds of the dintrict, 

Three thousand refugees are sald 
to have gathered nt Shuwo, four 
miles north-west of Counymow, and 
they are reported to be entirely 
surrounded by water, These unfor- 
tunale refugves are without food 
and are devouring the bark of trees 
and grasa, 

A delegation of three men has 
been sent to Chengchew in order to 
obtain food relief for the starving 
populace of Chungmow, The Chinese 
uuthorities have sent boats to the 
village to take off refunees to 
Chengchow, and they nre expected 
to nrrive to-day, 

Under present conditions the flood 
waters are expected to flow into the 
Hwatho River, and if the Yellow 
River continues to rise above Cheng- 
chow the waters will eventually join 
the Yangtse, it js belleved, 

The immediate task confronting 
the Chinese authorities is reported to 
be to rush rescue mensures for the 
villugera mareoned in the Chungmow 
area, where 120,000 are repurted to 
be [solated hy the floods, Twenty
